2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being unpatentable by Safai (US Patent # 
6,715,003). 
[Claim 1] 

Safai teaches an electronic device (figures 1-7, camera 100) operable to capture image 
information comprising an input sensor (figure 2, image detector 202) operable to receive optical 
information in association with providing a digital image (col. 5 lines 35-41), a memory (figure 
2, storage 212) operably coupled to the image sensor via a CPU, the memory operable to store 
image information associated with the digital image (col. 6 lines 2-5) and a process reference 
stored within the memory and operable to be associated with the image information (col. 9 lines 
17-28, The address information like an e-mail address or a website address are read as a process 
reference and is stored in an internal table in a memory 212). Safai further teaches that the 
camera is connected to a PSTN 606 (col. 14 line 59-col. 15 line 5, figure 6) and is configured to 
upload the photos received from camera 100 to a designated server or website (col. 16 lines 30- 
32).
